Dulles told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee that McCar 
die. assistant secretary for public 
affairs, “ gave a galley proof” to 
the New York Times the evening 
of March 15. 


“ This involved an exercise by 
Mr, McCardle of a discretion that 
was his.” Dulles said. “ It involved 
no breach of security.” 


Dulles said he had concluded by 
the time the one copy was given 
out that the British government 
had withdrawn its objections to 
publication and that that publica­ 
tion would not hurt U, S. relations 
with allies. 


The release of the single copy 
came just a day after the State 
Department had said disclosure of 
the record of the wartime confer­ 
ence among British Prime Minister 
Churchill, 
Soviet 
Premier Stalin 
and the late I’resident Roosevelt 
would not be in the national in­ 
terest. 


Dulles 
was 
summoned 
to

closed-door session of the commit­ 
tee headed by Sen. George (D-Ga) 
and read a prepared statement. In 
It Dulles said that James B. Res- 
ton of the New York Times told 
Dulles and McCardle the morning 
of March 15 it was Reston’s “ im­ 
pression” of a conversation he said 
he had w-ith George “ that the sen­ 
ator wished to see the Yalta rec­

JEFF^ERSO N C ITY .yP-The Mis- 
souri House refused 23-91 today to 
change the state’s staggered sys­ 
tem of permanent automobile reg­ 
istration. 


Quietly, Hous4» meml->ers took an 
hour adopting seven amendmenUs 
to change a pending bill. Then 
they killed the bill. 


The measure would have aban­ 
doned the state’s system of stag­ 
gering license tag sales through­ 
out the year and replaced it with 
one requiring all car owners to 
purchase ne.v plates during the 
month of July. 


Rep. William M 
Turpin G)) of 
Pike County, handling the bill for 
the State Motor Vehicle Division, 
said it would eliminate some of 
the troubles now evident from the 
.staggered 
system 
of 
permanent 
plates. 


He said the original idea was 
optimistic on paper but after some 
SIX 
years 
of 
operation 
it 
was 
.proved impractical. 


Earlier, the llou-'-e rejected an­ 
other bill that Turpin brought up 
for advancement. It would have 
set a single car license fee of $15 
a year instead of »^^^e present plan 
scaled 
according 
to

horse 
power of the vehicle. 


Turpin said the new plan would 
be simpler to handle and would 
bring in more revenue. But op­ 
ponents declared it would penalize 
the owner of the .smaller old cars 
by making them pay the same 
tee as the owner of a spanking 
new limousine.

The old City Council Monday 
night passed a much di.scus.sed re- 
zoning ordinance on property at 
the 
southea.st 
corner of 
Fourth 
and Beacon. The ordinance, passed 
unanimously, rezoned the property 
from Zone A. single family dvvell- 
ings, to Zone B for duplex housing. 
The recjue.st for the rezoning was 
made by David Routszong and Her­ 
man Rloess, Jr., who plan to build 
such a structure on the pro{>erty. 
Several weeks ago the Sedalia 
Zoning Board held a hearing on! 
the petition of the two men forj 
rezoning the property. After the! 
hearing 
the 
Board 
unanimously 
recommended to the Council the 
rezoning. and an ordinance was 
drawn. 
At the time there were protests 
issued on the request and the op­ 
ponents heard. The hearing was 
pro and con on the rezoning. Blue 
print.s of the proposed duplex were 
presented m the hearing, calling 
for a ranch - type duplex, two- 
family dwelling, with brick veneer 
walls. 
The ordinance called for rezon 
ing of property descritied as I»ts 
.5 and 6 of Block 5, Westside Addi­ 
tion (F'ourth and Beacon) from .A 
to B. The ordinance was passed 
after Fred F, Wesner, represent­

City Clerk Ream read the ordi­

no disco rdant

If any o ne is seeking a whipping bo y , re­ 
member the real tro uble was started by

They were eaten at the officers’ m ess a t Cheat­ 
ham An n ex. 
They were shipjied via Nav7 mail 
facilities, at the rale of six to eight qu arts a 
week, to the officers’ m ess at the Norfolk su pply 
cen ter. 
An d , prior to his retirem en t on Au g. 1, 
they were also exxpressed regu larly to Washin gton 
for the person al u se of Vice Ad m. Charles W. Fox. 
Ad miral Foxx, kn own to hit men as “ Oyster Forks 
Charley,” was the Navy’s paym aster-gen eral from 
1 ^ 9 to 1951 an d was chief of n avy m ateriel from 
1951 to 1953. 
Now on the carpet over this an d other shockin g 
revelation s at Cheatham An n ex are Comd r. F. L. 
Chapman , who comman d ed the d epot from 1948 
to 1953; Lt. Comd r, L. W. Race, who was there 
from 1953 to 1954; an d Comd r.

"An excessive stock of pallets was on han d .” 
states the con fid en tial GAO report, “.some d eterio­ 
ratin g in open storage space. 
New pallets were 
bein g pu rchased for this an d other activities.” 
Total cost of the n ew pallets was $ .")39,H%. 
“ An expen sive locomotive cran e is kept, bu t u sed 
on ly a few hou rs a year.

way an d wou ld be available on two to three hou rs 
n otice.” 
The cran e was u sed on ly 49 hou rs in a 
total of two years, yet it cost $ 1.030.22 to service.
